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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Polititians’ Dilemna 

The Board of Selectmen, as assessors, are now con- 
sidering the request of Wolcott ave. residents that street 
numbers be changed back to their old form. The numbers 
were altered and residents were notified of the changes, 
at the same time as numbers were given out all over town. 

But Wolcott ave. made a complete change — odd num- 
bers became even; even was changed to odd. And resi- 
dents don’t like this at all, 

Here is a politician’s nightmare. 

A decision was made to re-number the town. Mapping 
experts, as part of an over-all project, numbered every 
home and all lots. They did the job according to a set 
formula, so that all sections and all streets would be 
similarly treated. Once the job was done, notices were 
sent out. 


And then the pressure — the telephone calls and per- 
sonal visits — began. Folks on Wolcott ave don’t want 


the numbers changed. And they have a reasonable excuse 
— the street has been numbered incorrectly through the 
years and a change now means many address changes and 
alterations of address on official documents. 

It’s hard for a man, who depends on public support, to 
have this kind of pressure exerted, no matter how well- 
intentioned. It becomes difficult to make up one’s mind 
whether to stick with a decision or adopt the position 
that the complainants have a logical argument and that 
one change in the rules can’t hurt anything. 

The result of making a change, in this case, could be 
catastrophic. Up to one-third of the town is involved in 
the numbering project. Many of those with new numbers 
may be satisfied: But some, in addition to the Wolcott 
ave. residents, probably would prefer their old designa- 
tion. If a change is made for Wolcott ave., how can any- 
one justify refusing a re-adjustment for some other resi- 
dent? 

There is much value to having a consistent numbering 
system. We have it now, as a result of a decision made by 
the Selectmen-Assessors. We would think that Board 
would hold its ground. For while it is unpleasant and un- 
political to refuse a request backed by the implied pres- 
sure of many calls, it is necessary to do the best thing 
for the entire town. 


Stern Treatment Required 

Two 10-year-olds walked through Camp Maude Eaton 
some nights ago and had an amusing time pulling stakes 
out from under the tents. 

Must have been real funny, watching those tents fall 
like match sticks. Funny, that is, to the boys; but cer- 
tainly not to the Girl Scouts, who had to spend the time 
to re-erect the tents and the money to fix some, which 
were disabled during the youngsters’ good time. 

Some people class this as a childish prank, with no 
harm intended. Others feel it is a mild form of juvenile 
delinquency, which should be nipped quickly, before worse 
things happen. 

It’s easy to say this was just a stunt; fun, without re- 
zard for the consequences. But probably it would be fairer 
to lean in the other direction. 

Isn’t most serious juvenile delinquency among older 
children prefaced by such pranks as this, for which no 
punishment is handed out? Too often, it seems, adults 
tend to chuckle at this type of 10-year-old mischief and 
excuse it by claiming the boys are too young to know the 
consequences. When this happens, there must be deve- 
loped in the child a belief that older people are going to 
protect him when he gets into difficulties; that they will 
protect him from punishment or from public accusation. 

Seems as though such foolishness by 10-year-olds 
should be dealt with strictly so that the boys will easily 
understand, the next time they are tempted, that the con- 
sequences will certainly be visited upon them. This may 
be one method to prevent more serious, ‘‘thoughtless’’ 
pranks in later years.

Strawberries - An Interesting Fruit 


Scott H. Paradise prepared this interesting history of the strawberry for distribution 


to those attending the Andover Historical Society’s Strawberry Festival June 25, 


STRAWBERRY FESTIVAL 


Andover Historical Society June 25, 1958 
‘Doubtless God could have made a better berry, but doubtless God never did.”’ 
Quoted in The Compleat Angler, 1655 


In 1868 you could buy at the Gutterson Farm on Salem Street two boxes of strawberries for about 
90 cents. 

Or for the same amount you could buy downtown: 

1 roast of beef, or 

1 leg of lamb, or 

6 lobsters, or 

6 hours of work by a cleaning woman. 

Obviously strawberries were a luxury, and many people agreed that God never made a better berry, 

In 1624 American strawberries were recorded as growing in the garden of Louis XIII of France. ~ 

For more than fifty years strawberry plants have been cultivated in Andover and sold throughout 
the Eastern and in many Western states. The principal growers at present are the George Rennie Farm 
and Roger H. Lewis. 

Since 1914 the George Rennie Farm has sold strawberry plants to a lady in Vermont who is now 75 
years old. 

‘In 1925 the same farm shipped plants to Scotland. 
In 1957 Roger H. Lewis shipped 5000 plants of two varieties to a jam manufacturer near Dublin, 
Ireland. 

For years Bishop Sherrill has bought Andover plants for his farm in Boxford. 

Andover strawberry plants have also been sent to Alaska and to Czechoslovakia. 

California, Florida, and other states raise strawberries, but they do not equal the Andover product 
in flavor and juiciness. 

“Strawberries bring in early money.’’ With no other fruit crop can you set plants or trees one spring 
and harvest a full crop of fine fruit the next spring. They are the first crop to be harvested in the spring. 

Strawberries are so productive that one acre may produce up to 10,000 or more quarts. ‘‘Every plant 
a quart”’ is the slogan. 

The harvesting is done largely by youngsters who work from 8 A.M. to noon. An expert picker can 
pick 50 or more boxes in that time. 

To counteract insects and disease plants must be sprayed, but only before the fruit begins to form, 
After the fruit appears, birds are a great nuisance. There is a device which shoots off firecrackers at ir- 
regular intervals to frighten the birds. It does not trouble the birds very much, but is likely to terrify the 
family dog. j 

The Young Housekeeper's Friend, by Mrs. Elias Cornelius, published in 1849, mentions strawberry ice- 
cream, strawberry preserves, and strawberry jam. Mrs. Cornelius’s home was the house on School Street 
now occupied by Mr. McDuffie. 

Slade’s Guide to Good Cooking published in 1902 gives seven strawberry recipes, i.c., dumplings, 
fritters, cottage pudding, puffs, sauce, sponge cups, tapioca.

Board Will 
Retain Policy 


A policy of requiring owner- 
driver on all school buses was re- 
affirmed last week by the School 
Committee. 

[axpayers Association member 
Henry F. Wolfson asked the Com- 
mittee to explain its policy, after 
commenting that he believes two 
or three thousand dollars might 
be saved by giving the contract 
to one firm. 

Chairman Roy A. Russell told 
Mr. Wolfson the Committee, after 
some experience with systems 
other than owner-driver, feels that 
this method is the safest, most 
efficient and probably the most 
economical in the long run. 

Reason given included the 
care and cooperation of a driver 
who knows that, if he is caught 
violating a traffic regulation, sub- 
sequent action could deprive him 
of his contract. This would not | 
be true of drivers hired by a firm 
providing all the buses, the Com- 
mittee believes. 

Mention also was made of the 
Board’s belief that an owner- 
driver, covering the same route 
for several years, getS to know 
the children. This is valuable in 
maintaining discipline, members 
said. They also commented on the 
possibility that a firm might have 
to hire transient help in providing 
drivers, as these part-time em- 
ployees would leave to take full- 
time jobs.
